Maine’s Assistance Law 
Liberal, He Says — State 
Not Given Property Liens 


In a news release, Governor 
“misunderstanding” the 
opinions. of his opponent, Ex-Gov- 
ernor Brann, on the law governing 
Old Age Assistance, and declares, 
“yf the addresses of my opponent 
have been correctly quoted that 
persons owning property cannot 
receive aid unless the State is giv- 
en a ‘lien,’ let me assure you that 
there is no such provision jin the 
law and such statements have no 
foundation in fact.” 

Continuing, the Governor says, 
“At no time is the recipient of this 
assistance required to sign any 
waiver or surrender any equity he 
or she may have in any property 
he or she may own. Nor are they 
asked to assign any life insurance 
or bank deposits or any other ne- 
gotiable assets, There is no provis- 
ion in the section of the law pro- 
hibiting a recipient of old age as- 
sistance from selling his or her 
property and giving a clear title 
at any time, The State cannot step 
in and take the property prior to 
his or her death and if he or ley 
dies leaving a home, his or her 
spouse may occupy that home as 
long as he or she lives, if the sur- 
viving one is 60 or more years of
